Then take one Quart of the Flow-r of 
Beanes, being firſt Mzulced. One quart &f the

ſifted; ,or lo much of cachrof them in equa 59 off 
arts, as may well cover and encomoaſle the 
fhid Secde. 


The Flower and Powders aforeſaid muſt 
bee very. well ſtirred and mingled together 
one with another, which done, ſtrovw them 
upon your Buſhell of Oyled Corne,tumbling 
and rofsing thera and the graine' one with 
another, or ſhaking them rogeather upon 
the ſaide courle ſheet, untill the Corne have 
licked- upp, and united ir felfe with the 
Flower and Powders, which will ſoone bee 
done. 


Your Secde thus ordered, and (as it were) 
clothed with the Flower and Powders a- 
forelaid, may preſently bee ſowed, or kept 
nnſowed , Ten, Fifreene, or Twenty dayes,

In, or after your ſowing,if your ground be 
poore, and you have plenty of the laid dric 
Marterialls, you may ſtrowe orthrowe upon 


one Acre of Ground about two Buſhels more 


or leſſe of the ſaid Flower and Powders, as 
you conceive yout Ground berter or worle. 


This mixture aforeſaid, imployed as here 
deſcribed with the Seede, and upon the 
Ground, will really alone performe che in- 
tention without any further addition, as hath 


beene often expcricnced. 


But that the Husbandman may bee fully 


furniſhed with all ſuch experimented helpes, 


astendto this end. And becaule, forthe pre- 
ſent, there may bee in ſomeplaces want of 
the faid Marerialls, or ſome of them; let him 
further know, that in lieu of them (though 
nor ſo powerfull) may be uſed the materi- 
alls following. -
